The applicant argues that "DOCSIS does not show, describe, or disclose, explicitly or inherently, the service session profile element as 
claimed." The examiner disagrees. Given the broadest reasonable interpretation, DOCSIS teaches the claimed "service session profile. 
The claimed service session profile is interpreted by the examiner as a generic user profile generated for a session describing a service. 
In the system of DOCSIS, the CMTS teaches creating a registration response, which contains information such as assigning downstream 
frequencies, and an upstream channel ID for a single cable modem. By assigning the downstream frequency and upstream channel ID 
for the cable modem, the cable modem and CMTS have a channel for communication. Clearly, a claimed "service session profile" given 
the definition above, must exist, by using assigning downstream frequencies and an upstream channel ID, the cable modem is uniquely 
identified thereby permitting the CMTS to communicate with a plurality of cable modems and pass information associated with a cable 
modem to the appropriate cable modem. 
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
